Yefterday being the day appointed to argue the er- 

rors alhgned to the .proceedings in this outlawry, 
scorge Harrington was brought into Court, and pla- 
ced at the bar, : 

The Court then defired the prifonet’s Counfel to 
proceed on the argument of the errors. 

Mr Wood, as Countel forthe prifover, called the 
attention of the Court on behalf of his unhappy client. 
The prifoner, he jaid, ftood in a moft: untortunate 
predicament; for, if this outlawry was not reveried, 
hemuit be condemned to death without a trial by 
jary.. He felt, however, the ftronge!t perfuafion, 
what the Court would Ititen with pleafure to every ob« 
joSioan he thould make tothe form of the outlawrvy, 
feeling, ‘ashe did, the important object of thofe ob- 
Jections-—-to rettore a fellow fubject co the right’ of a 
fair trial before he is pronounced uaworthy to live, 
Mr Wood quoted the opinion of Sir Matthew Hale 
on the fubject of outlawries.
